COMING A MAOIST COMMUNIST 
INTERNATIONAL? 


There is a theory' that the present rift be­ 
tween Khrushchev and China's Mao Tse-tung is 
a phony, cooked up to delude the West. Since 
Communist morality is capable of accommodating 
any sort of criminal ruse, this could turn out to 
be true. But the weight of the evidence is against 
it. Surely, if Khrushchev and Mao were plotting 
together, the Russian Soviet government would 
not have withdrawn its atomic physicists from 
Peiping back in 1961, leaving Mao Tse-tung with 
only a primitive experimental nuclear reactor as 
the fruit of a short-lived scientific collaboration 
The Red Chinese supposedly have three other 
experimental reactors, built with the help of rene­ 
gade Western psysicists, but they had to send 
their uranium to Russia for processing. Russia 
has controlled Red Chinese access to any signifi­ 
cant amount of fissionable stuff. 
The progress of the Red Chinese in producing 
deliverable atomic bombs could be a tip-off to 
the actual state of cooperation between Moscow 
and Peiping. If a Red Chinese bomb comes along, 
and if Peiping is able to go on from there to 
make a “family” of bombs, complete with rocket 
propelling power, we can be relatively certain 
that the Russians are delivering both technical 
help and purified uranium or plutonium for use 
in Chinese reactors. Otherwise we can be at 
least

Mainland China is expected to touch off 
some sort of a nuclear device before long. 
Though China’s low status as an indus­ 
trial power makes its development of a sig­ 
nificant nuclear weapons and delivery com­ 
plex unlikely for some years to come, a test 
explosion will nevertheless put it into the 
ranks of nuclear powers along with the 
United States, the Soviet Union, Great 
Britain and France. 
Several other countries have large elec­ 
tric power reactors that can produce signifi­ 
cant amounts of plutonium, which might in 
turn be used in nuclear weapons. 
Among 
these countries are Israel, India and Japan. 
Numerous other countries also have the 
potential to develop nuclear capability. 
There are two points of special impor­ 
tance. One Is that the danger of accidental 
or irresponsible nuclear attack grows in 
proportion to the increasing number of 
nations with nuclear weapons. 
The other 
is that as more and more nations acquired 
such weapons, the number of tests—and the 
amount of fallout—would rise sharply. 
Even this skimpy outline of the Nth 
Power problem suggests that this is one 
more of the several factors arguing the 
necessity for the nuclear test ban. Curbing 
the spread of nuclear weapons is of vital 
importance.

And its presumptive leader, 
Mao Tse-tung. will be well protected against any 
“Jacques Momards” or “Frank Jacksons'' armed 
with ice picks. 
What the Fifth International will have to sell 
is the so-called “Yenan W ay” based on Mao's ex­ 
perience in eluding capture for years in north­ 
west China. It will not use the “Aesopian’’ lan­ 
guage of peace, with its “ban the bomb’’ appeal 
to pacifists and groups of housewife demonstra­ 
tors. Instead, it will glorify open guerilla warfare 
throughout 
Southeast 
Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. It will live on blood, not on Aesopian 
words. And it will make a good living for many 
a small arms gun runner. 
Watch for the organization of a Fifth Inter­ 
national, with lines of influence and force going 
from Peiping to scores of outposts in tropical 
jungles. If it materializes, it will be a sure sign 
that Khrushchev and Mao are in competition for 
the allegiance of the “underdeveloped” regions 
of the world. It could portend a far more trouble­ 
some and dangerous period for the West than any 
it has ever knowrn. To nip the development of a 
Fifth International In the bud. we should do all 
we can to win on our own “forward position” 
fronts in Vietnam. Laos and Korea.

Moderation Is Watchdword 
For the Sun Worshipers

Now' is the season w’hen the sun worshipers In 
our midst get a chance to practice what they 
preach; namely, that lots of sunshine is good tor 
you. 
But let’s examine the frets. The sun has four 
definite effects on your skin. When the sun s ultra­ 
violet or actinic rays strike your skin, they stim ­ 
ulate the production of Vitamin D. This is a good 
effect, especially in babies and growing children. 
These rays also cause the pigment in the deep 
layers of skin to move toward the surface. This 
produces tanning which may be considered de­ 
sirable or undesirable according to the prevailing 
whims of fashion. 
A third effect of these rays is to cause thicken­ 
ing of the skin and it is this thickening rather 
than the tanning that protects your skin from 
burning. Furthermore, it is the thickening rather 
than years of life that ages your skin, gives it a 
weatherbeaten look, produces wrinkles and may 
even induce skin cancer, which is almost never 
seen on the unexposed area of the skin. 
It has been san! that there ran be no gain 
without a relative loss and here we have a 
perfect example. No one should completely 
avoid sunlight. But, on the other hand. It is 
wise to use moderation and not go all out to 
try to get the deepest tan on the beach. 
A fourth effect on the sun’s ra>s is due to the 
infrared component. This causes the well-known 
sunburn, and it is foolhardy not to take steps to 
avoid it. 
Many of the 
sunburn preventative 
creams and lotions now contain DUA (dihydroxy- 
acetone) which is supposed to give a tan the easy 
way. The tan it gives you, however, is strictly 
synthetic. It results from an interaction between 
the DUA and the acids of the outer skin layers. 
This type of tan. since it does not thicken the 
skin, does not protect your skin from burning. 
The sunscreen chemicals in th* protective lo­ 
tions will not give you complete protection cither, 
but they will absorb some of the harmful rays and 
thus give you partial protection. 
So before you buy a cream or lotion don’t 
just listen to the commercial—read the label as 
well. 
The best sunscreens contain para-amino- 
benzoic acid, one of its derivatives or digalloyl tri­ 
oleate. These lotions should be applied every two 
hours if you arc sitting or lying in the sun. If 
you go swimming it must be reapplied when you 
come out of the water. 
The best that can be said for the tan you get 
out of a bottle Is that it is harmless. But, on the 
debit side, it has been observed that on some 
skins the effect is a yellow or orange discoloration 
rather than a tan and it m>y appear streaked or 
mottled. 
As far as the physiologic need for aunlight is 
concerned, the average adult pan get enough of 
the beneficial effect by walking bareheaded in the 
sun for half a mile once a day. This is in no way 
meant to imply that that should be the upper 
limit of your exposure but if you want to s*retch 
I out on the beach for an hour or two, I think I’ll 
just cit here in the chacte and read a good book!

Signing of Soviet Treaty 
Is Pronounced Meaningless
